Reduction of Taxation. 

As we have. already observed, the con- 
trast between the vjews of the President 
and the Secretary.of the Treasury on the 
subject of revenue reform is somewhat strik- 
ang. The President sees how the present | 
rate of taxation is eating wto the means of. 
évery one, and that a burden is placed tipon. 
the people out of proportion to their ability. 
He urges accordingly that both customs and. 
internal taxes ‘be reduced, 80 as to bring:
